FRUIT GROPS BITTEN 
BY RECENT FROSTS 


The Last Three Months Have Been 
Coldest Period fof Ten Years 


San Francisco.—-Heavy frost was 
reported last week from various parts 
of the state, most of the reports of 
damage being from the bay region 
and Sacramento valley, where fruit 
trees are in full bloom. Little dam- 
age was done'in the Santa Clara val- 
ley, where the apricot crop~has been 
badly frozen. 

Among the places that reported 
frost were Red Bluff, 34 degrees; 
Mt. Tamalpais, 32 degrees; Mt. Wil- 
son, 19 degrees; Orland, 30 degrees; 
Paso Robles, 28 degrees; Santa Rosa, 
32 degrees. # 

The last three months have made 
up the coldest first quarter of the 
year California has experienced in a 
decade. It was the coldest January 
since 1913, and the coldest February 
in eleven years. The temperature 
during February was three degrees 
below normal every day, and in 
March 8,8 degrees below.

It tells 
of an abundant snowfall this winter, 
presaging plenty of water during the 
coming summer for irrigating, light 
and power purposes. April 1 there 
were 152 inches of snow on. the 
ground at Fordyce dam, 162 at Sum- 
mit and 164 at°Tamrack. There is 
more snow at Summit ih the high 
Sierra than any April since 1911.

Cauliflower requires a rich, moist 
soil, and thrives best under irrigation. 
Tt will not withstand as much frost 
as cabbage. The culture is the same 
as for cabbage, and the heads begin 
to develop, after which the leaves may 
be -tted together over the heads in 
order tp exclude the light and keep the 
heads white. 

Brussels Sprouts. 

Brussels sprouts are closely related 

to cabbage and cauliflower, and may 
be grown in the same manner. In- 
stead of a single head, brussels sprouts 
form a large number of small heads 
in the uxis of the leayes. As the 
heads begin to crowd the leaves should 
be broken from the stem of the plant, 
to give them more room. A _ few 
leaves should be left at the top of the 
stem, where the new heads are being . 
fornied. Brussels sprouts are more 
hardy than cabbage, and in mild cli- 
mates may remain in the open ground 
all winter, the heads being removed 
aS desired. For winter use in cold
